D. ,  in 
the  Methodist  church,  which  seems  to 
be  fully  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  popu¬ 
lar  emotion  which  naturally  arises,  at 
times,  with  the  occurrence  of  some  tin- 
isally  startling  and  atrocious  crime,  like 
that  referred  to.  These  constantly  recur¬ 
ring  rum-murders, aa  w  ell  as  lesser  crimes, 
are  becoming  a  disgrace  and  scandal  to 
our  State.  Hardly  a  week  passes  with¬ 
out  one  or  two  victims  being  offered  up 
to  Kiug  Alcohol  in  this  county  of  Essex 
alone.  The  arraignment  of  the  liquor 
sellers  of  Hackettstowu,  the'  invective 
poured  out  upou  them,  if  merited  at  all, 
is  alike  applicable  to  dealers  every- 
here.  If  they  can  be  humanized,  or 
in  aDy  way  made  to  see  the  legal  and  mo¬ 
ral  accountability  of  their  acts,  it  would 
seem  that  this  sermon,  aa  an  epilogue  to 
the  Ritter  tragedy,  ought  to  do  it.  We 
publish  a  part  of  Dr.  Little’s  discourse: 

I  have  recently  come  from  the  silent 
and  blood-stained  home  of  John  Ritter. 
I  have  come  from  the  grave  where  we 
laid  the  two  little  brothers  side  by  side, 
in  the  sleep  of  death.  The  children  who 
ought,  this  hour  to  be  happy  in  their  in¬ 
fant  dreams,  in  their  little  bed,  where 
their  mother  was  wont  to  lay  them,  with 
kisses  of  joy.  The  wail  of  that  mother* 
who  must  suffer  in  darkness  and  bitter¬ 
ness,  till  she  diea,  still  sounds  in  my  ears, 
and  the  convulsive  sobs  and  agonizing 
disclaiming*  which  I  heard  on  Friday

thing  quick  ;  speaking  for  th«  weak,  and 
against  the  strong,  for  the  sorrowing, 
and  against  the  pitiless,  and  for  the  silent 
ones.  I  intend  to  present  the  strongest 
truths  with  plainest  speech  in  the  most 
earnest  manner. 

I  wiah  it  to  be  understood  that  I  have 
nothing  to  say  against  the  men,  as  men 
who  are  engaged  in  this  business  which 
destroys  the  people.  I  speak  of  them 
only  as  rum-sellers.  Personally  I  know 
nothing,  nor  affirm  anything  against 
their  character  as  gentlemen,  except 
their  business, 
infamous. 


And  that  I  declare  to  be 


By  the  liquor  traffic,  I  mean  the  get¬ 
ting  of  gain  by  the  sale  of  liquor  ;  the 
Perseus  engaged  in  the  business  are  man¬ 
ufacturers,  proprietors,  bartenders  and 
salesmen,  and  also  persons  who  own  or 
rent  property  to  be  used  in  the  sale  of 
liqoor. 

Sometimes  persons  renting  stores  and 
hotels  for  the  sule  of  liquor,  have  denied 
the  charge  mude  against  them  as  traffic- 
ersMfc  rum.  As  they  handle  no  liquor, 
they  sometimes  make  the  ridiculous  pre¬ 
tense  of  being  temperance  men.  The 
sophistry  with  which  they  hide  their  dis¬ 
grace  is  as  tlnn  as  the  greenbacks  for 
which  they  sell  their  consciences. 

Ou  the  same  principle  the  carpenter 
who  manufactured  the  cross  might  have 
bartered  with  the  soldiers  for  its  sale, 
with  Jesus  standing  bound  before  him, 
and  awaiting  his  torturea.  He  might 
have  sold  it,  and  then  turned  away  with 
the  silver  clinking  iu  his  purse,  and  say 
I  had  no  part  in  the  crucifixion  of 
Christ.  Aud  on  the  same  principle  Ju¬ 
das  Iscariot  might  have  justified  the  be¬ 
trayal  of  bis  Lord  for  thirty  pieces  of 
silver.  Like  Judas  Iseuriot,  such  men, 
will  yet  see  that  every  dollar  of  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  ri*n  is  the  price  of  in¬ 
nocent  blood.  Killer  says  ho  often 
bought  liquor  at  just  snob  u  place  iu  thin 
towu,  the  property  of  a  so-called  temper¬ 
ance  man,  and  u  so-called  Christian. 

I  leave  this  thought  respecting  the 
traffickers,  and  I  proceed  k>  state,  what  I 
propose  to  fully  and  clearly  prove,  the 
central  thought  of  this  discourse,  namely, 
The  relation  of  the  liquor  trnffio  to  so¬ 
cial  disorder  and  crime,  is  the  relation 
existing  between  cause  and  effeot. 

Not  absolutely,  it  is  true,  but  contiu 
gently.  Every  person  who  drinks,  doeB 
not  become  either  a  nuisance  or  a  critn- 
nal  ;  but  there  is  a  certain  class  of  drink¬ 
ers  who  have  no  moral  power  to 
come  their  appetites.  They  try  to  drink 
medorately  bnt  go  to  excess,  and  they 
are  at  the  mercy  of  their  passions  when 
intoxicated.  There  is  a  certain  class  of 
miuds  which  aie  almost  suae  to  breitk 
down  under  stimulents.  To  drink  at  all 
is  their  sure  destruction.  Yon  all  know 
of  such  man,  some  of  them  are  young 
men,  in  the  pride  of  their  lifetime. — 
Without  the  traffic  lltey  will  be  nseful 
citizens.  With  the  truffle,  tliey  will  he- 
creoatise. 

Borne  have  an  inborn  appetite  inher¬ 
ited  from  parents,  or  grand  parents,  who 
may  have  been  either  moderute,  or  ex¬ 
cessive  drinkers.  If  they  yield  a  parti¬ 
cle,  the  traffic  will  destroy  them,  and 
jarm  the  community  by  them. 

It  is  true  there  are  some  who  profess 
l:o  drink  without  receiving  harm.  They 
lonestly  declare  it  does  their  wonderful 
stomachs  and  more  wonderful  bruiua  no 
larm  wIipu  they  driuk  the  extract  of 
ogwood,  sugar  of  leud,  fusil  oil,  copper¬ 
as,  alum,  sulphuric  acid,  prussic  acid, 
with  all  other  knowu  and  uuknown  poi- 
sous  with  which  liquor  ia  adulterated. 

But  it  makes  some  cruzy.  It  makes 
some  obscene,  iudolent,  quarrel K>me,  ug- 
,  terrible  1 

You  may  look  upon  the  transforma- 
ion  as  it  occurs  before  your  eyes,  and 
see  the  angel  transform  into  a  demon. — 
And  I  am  sorry  to  add,  it  is  a  frequent 
sight  iD  many  homes. 

This  is  its  effect  in  every  country,  and 
at  ail  seusons  of  the  year.  It  is  the  truth 
which  explains  the  unnatural  act  of  Johu 
Ritter.  It  was  not  John  Ritter  sober  , 
it  was  John  Ritter  drun  k  ;  another  man 
entirely,  who  murdered  the  little  boys. — 
t  was  the  rum  which  unmanned  him, 
and  turned  back  the  currant  of  the  nat¬ 
ural  affections.  Alcohol  was  thfl  cause, 
and  brutality  was  the  effect — and  it  is 
the  common  effect. 

We  have  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  a 
icenae  law,  which  permits  the  authorities 
of  villages  to  grant  lioenses  to  sell  liquor. 
That  law,  however,  provides  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  license  fees,  amonnting  in  our 
village  to  850  from  each  of  the  hotels.— 
WTby  does  it  require  a  fee  ?  and  why  is 
there  a  restriction,  permitting  only  per¬ 
sons  of  good  character  to  sell  liquor  ? 
The -law  permits  bad  men  to  sell  bread. 
Why  does  it  allow  only  good  men  to  sell 
rum  ? 

Is  it  not  because  it  recognizes  that  rum 
is  dangerous  to  the  community  where  it 
is  sold  ?  Is  it  not  to  protect  the  com¬ 
munity  that  it  stipulates  respecting  the 
traffic  the  same  as  it  does  respecting  the 
sale  of  gunpowder  ? 

Does  it  not  require  the  fee,  because 
rum  makes  expense  to  the  authorities, 
and  the  rum-seller  must  assist  in  meeting 
it  ?  Small,  it  is  true  ;  yet  the  principle  Is 
there,  »nd  it  is  principle  for  which  I 
argue,  that  whan  established  in  your 
minds  it  may  locate  the  responsibility  for 
the  murders  which  disgrace  our  town. 

I  said  it  was  a  small  part.  Permit  me 
to  digress  from  the  subject  sufficiently  to 
show  how  small  a  part  of  the  expense 
oreated  by  it,  this  traffic  repays. 

For  instance  :  I  am  told  it  cost  the 
county,  for  one  year,  since,  83,000  to  try 
aDd  convict  the  murderer  of  the  lamented 
Mr.  Smith.  Suppose  it  costa  only  an 
equal  amount  to  try  the  murderer  of  the 
Ritter  boys ;  that  will  make  $6,000  in 
about  twelve  or  fourteen  months  spent 
on  two  cases  only.  Bam-oellera  pay,  it 
may  be,  $100  and  coat  the  county  $6,000 


on  two  eases  only.  Time  abont  one 
year. 

But  there  is  enough  paid,  in  the  way 
of  license  fees,  to  maintain  the  assertion, 
that  the  state  recognizes  the  liquor  traf¬ 
fic  as  productive  of  disorder  and  poverty, 
which  create  expense. 

Look  at  the  law  from  another  point. — 

I  mean  ita  prohibitory  feature.  We  have 
enough  of  the  prohibition  of  liquor  to 
establish  the  constitutionality  of  legisla¬ 
tion  which  shall  prohibit  it  entirely. — 
The  law  prohibits  its  sale  at  the  annnal 
elections  for  two  days  of  each  year,  and 
what  I  desire  and  all  I  ask  of  our  legisla¬ 
tors,  is,  to  extend  the  prohibition  three 
hundred  and  sixty-three  days  more. — 
Why  not  aell  liqnor  on  election  days  ? 
Because  It,  not  something  else, — occa¬ 
sions  disorder  aud  crime,  and  for  no  other 
reason. 

The  law  puts  no  stigma  on  any  other 
occupation.  The  butcher  can  sell  meat. 
The  grooer  can  sell  floor.  The  baker 
can  sell  bread.  The  tobacconist  can  sell 
the  weed.  The  stationer  can  sell  paper. 
The  shoe  dealer  can  sell  shoes.  All  be¬ 
cause  these  do  not  produce  disorder  and 
crime,  from  any  cause  in  themselves. 
They  are  all  harmless,  but  rum.  Look 
at  the  law  either  as  a  principle  of  license 
or  of  prohibition  and  it  proves  iu  either 
case,  the  point  at  issue. 

Now  consider  the  other  thought  which 
l  suggested.  What  is  the rumneller's  re¬ 
lation  to  the  deeds  of  the  nun  drinker. — 
How  much  lias  he  to  account  for  iu  the 
crimes,  which  his  truffle  instigates  ? 

I  think  tli«  answer  to  this  question  is 
very  plain.  All  t.«at  process  of  reason¬ 
ing  which  makes  his  business  responsi¬ 
ble  for  disorder  and  crime,  makes  him  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  crime  and  disorder. 

If  the  rum  occasions  poverty  the  rum- 
seller  is  to  blume.  If  it  iuduces  disease 
over-  and  untimely  death,  then  he  ia  guilty  of 
killing  his  fellow.  If  it  turns  the  baud 
of  the  drinker  against  his  fellow  and  de¬ 
stroys  life,  he  *s  responsible  for  the  man¬ 
slaughter. 

This  is  a  scriptural  idea.  Tliia  ia  a 
doctrine  of  morality  winch  has  come 
down  from  heaven,  aud  given  by  Uhtd  to 
Moses. 

God  commanded,  “If  an  ok  were  won't 
to  push  with  his  horn  in  time  past,  and 
it  hath  bean  testified  to  his  owner,  and 
killed  a  man  or  a  woman,  the  ox  shall 
be  stoned,  aud  his  owner  also  shall 
lw  put  to  death."  It  is  just  the  same  in 
the  sight  of  God  ns  if  the  owner  hud 
killed  the  man  or  woman.  He  is  punish  • 
edasa  murderer.  Kutnaollers  would  en¬ 
force  this  principle)  upon  the  owner  of  an 
angry  dog,  who  frequently  bit  certain 
people,  w heuever  they  cumo  near  him — 
They  would  say  the  dog  ought  to  die, 
and  his  owner  muke  good  all  damages, 
because  lie  knew  the  dog's  enstnm  to 
bite.  Now  the  rum  truffle  is  the  mid 
dog  who,  during  the  last  four  years,  has 
fatally  injnted  four  persons,  beside  those 
who  have  gone  to  the  inebriate’s  grave. 
Now  ought  not  this  traffic  to  die  ?  Or 
shall  we  say  to  the  rumsellers,  kill  and 
slaughter  men  and  children,  just  as  long 
as  you  can  make  money  by  it  ?  I  say,  kill 
the  dog  !  make  it  a  penal  offeuce  to  de¬ 
stroy  people  with  rum. 

The  dealer  is  a  party  to  the  crime  of 
the  drinker.  And  it  mak^s  no  difference 
how  many  dealers  unite  in  producing 
tbe  intemperance,  nor  how  long  the  habit 
has  been  forming  all  are  alike  guilty  of 
participating  in  his  deeds.  I  have  read 
of  a  man  who  was  at  eng  to  death  by  bees. 
Thousands  unitod  to  poison  him .  Which 
of  the  bees  killed  him  ?  Was  it  the  lost 
b#e?  Or  the  first?  They  each,  and  all 
killed  him. 

Who  kills  the  inebriate,  when  he  sinks 
into  a  drunkard’s  untimely  grave  ? — 
Every  mao  who  has  sold  him  rum,  from 
first  glass,  to  last  glass,  each  has  caused 
his  death.  Each  ia  guilty  of  manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

I  venture  to  affirm,  John  Rittor  did 
not  intend  to  murden  his  little  boys  when 
he  bought  the  mm.  bat  he  knew  he 
would  be  without  self-control,  and  at  the 
mercy  of  a  drunkard’s  whim — a  victim 
of  his  passions.  So  he  was  responsible 
for  murders  ha  did  not  forsee.  In  like 
manner  is  the  rumseller  responsible  for  the 
awful  crime.  He  knew  the  same  things. 
When  I  sat  by  the  side  of  John  Ritter 
in  his  cell  at  Belvidere  jail  aud  listened 
to  his  story  respecting  his  purchase  of 
rum,  I  felt  in  the  sincerest  depths  of  my 
heart,  that  at  least  four  other  men  should 
be  in  that  cell  with  him. 

I  do  selemnly  affirm  that  John  Ritter 
tbe  tempted,  and  tbe  rumsellers  of  Hack- 
ettstown  tbe  tempters,  are  each  and  al 
crimsoned  with  the  Wood  of  the  innocent 
children,  who  fell  under  their  drunken 
father's  hand. 

I  do  solemnly  charge  them  with  being 
the  unintentional  confederates  of  the 
ruffivn  who  took  the  life  of  Constable 
Smith.  His  blood  is  cn  their  souls.— 
God  will  require  bis  life  at  their  hoods. 

There  mno  mistake,  respecting  their  re¬ 
sponsibility.  1  sincerely  affirm  my  belief 
that  Jeremiah  Pool  would  have  been  in 
this  house  to-night,  and  ao  would  Mr. 
Smith,  if  the  ruin -sellers  had  kept  their 
hands  off. 

Before  God  Almighty,  and  in  the  pree- 
ence  of  their  fellow  citixena,I  do  solemnly 
charge  them  with  the  destruction  almoet 


completed,  of  many  of  their  fellow  citi¬ 
zens,  who  are  now  the  mere  wrecks  of 
the  noble  men  they  once  were. 

I  charge  them  with  molesting  the  hap¬ 
piness  of  peaceful  home*  ;  with  giving 
distress  to  children  ;  with  giving  torture 
of  heart  to  women. 

I  charge  them  with  every  tear  of  sor¬ 
row  which  rnm  lias  ocomioned  ;  with 
every  terror  of  injury  ;  with  every  pang 
of  waut  ;  with  every  disappointment  of  a 
father's  expectation,  or  a  mother 'a  hope, 
which  has  come  tborugh  rum.  Everj 
wound  ou  man’s  reputation,  on  woman's 
body,  or  child's  heart  which  comes  by 
rum,  ou  the  books  of  God,  is  put  to  tlu^r 
account  for  settlement  at  the  last  great 
day. 

O,  God  !  How  long  shall  tbe  people 
perish  to  furnish  money  for  the  rumael- 
ler  !  O,  Rumseller  !  Who  will  be  the 
next  victim  to  lay  down  liia  life,  bcoamte 
your  truffle  lives  !  Whose  home  will  yon 
next  enter,  with  the  black  laiauer  of  da 
strnction?  Whose  heart  will  be  crushed? 
Whose  children  slaughtered  like  A.tliur 
and  Johnny  Ritter  ?  Whose  husbaud 
will  die  by  violence  ?  or  worse,  by  deli¬ 
rium  tremens?  What  thrill  of  Imrroi 
will  yon  next  send  through  the  hearts  of 
your  tellow  citizens  ? 

I  declare  to  you  there  is  blood  enough 
on  your  liuinls  already.  It  is  the  blood
